peans. The situation in various coast 
towns is worse. 
The natives are ex- 


cited. .A holy war is being .preached, 
at Rabat. 
Anti-foreign sentiment is 


growing as a result of the activities 
of fanatical agitators. 
There is fear 


of a general outbreak. 
A number of 


European 
families are preparing to 


flee from Tangier. The Angara, tribes- 
men in the immediate vicinity of Tan- 
gier are restless and may -get out of 
control. The Moorish authorities have 
practically no control of the situation. 


There are many complaints among 


the Europeans that France acted ill- 
advisedly at Casa Blanca in* bombard- 
ing that town'before protection could 
be .arranged for the Jews and Euro- 
peans there and elsewhere on the coast 
and in Iho interior. 


The news from Casa Blanca, while 


conflicting. as to the situation there 
today, unites in showing that the 
bombardment was continued for long- 
er than, wti-s first supposed and that 
the lack' of an adequate French force 
to afford protection resulted in an op- 
portunity for barbarous loot, rapine 
and pillage, .with all the accompani- 
ment of murder and horror. The first 
Fre-neh landing parties could not con- 
trol the situation. Moorish authority 
vanished with the first gunshot and 
lawlessness reigned.

As greater depth is attained the man- 
agement of the Nevada-Oil and De- 
velopment Company becomes 
more 


expectant of results. 
It is believed 


that it'is now only a question of days 
until oil is encountered in 'quantities. 


The vast -importance of this enter- 


prise, not only to Reno, but to 
the 


entire state, becomes more apparent 
when a few figures are read and their 
significance, . in their bearing on oil 
production and' consumption 
under- 


stood. 
. 
. 


Importance of the Industry 


To commence with, it should first 


,be understood that the production of 
oil is not keeping pace with the can- 
sumption. 
And the demand; which 


is ' naturally based upon 
increasing 


consumption, 
calls 
for 
enormous 


future delivery. This fact is well dem- 
onstrated by th*e statement that the 


. 1650 tank cars in use by the Southern 


Pacific -are hot" enough to carry the 
Pacific coast' product beyond a nar- 
row radius. In order to increase the 
number of cars, available for service 
at distant points the railroad company 
has >let a contract for laying a pipe 
line from Bakersfield to Port Costa. 
This calls for the 
expenditure 
of 


$1,500.000, and, when completed, it 
will release about SOO ears. 
. The production of California alone 
this year will be at least 35,020,000 
barrels, as estimated by-Arthur R. 
Hinton, and of this enormous output 
practically none is going into storage 
—all is being taken by consumers as 
fast as it is pumped ajid 'can be de- 
livered. 


Oil Used as Fuel 


Oil runs the. locomotives on 
the 


coast, many of the coast and ocean 
steamers, street cars, breweries, ice 
plants; 
heats ' hotels, prints 
news- 


papers and magazines, packs meat 
and fruit, pumps water, and has, to a 
very.great extent, taken the place of 
coal. 
It finds a ready market 
at 


home, and many extensive contracts 
have been made with foreign coun- 
tries. 


There is a 
prevailing 
idea that 


Standard . Oil controls altogether the 
output of the California wells, but 
this was last week proved erroneous, 
by the fact that 'the California well 
managers were strong enough to raise 
the price of oil, independently of the 
Trust. 


So great has grown the demand for 


oil in the immediate section of 
its 


production, that southern California 
alone consumes daily about 
10000 


barrels for fuel, exclusive of that used 
by railroads. 


Two years ago oil sold at the wells 


in Los Angeles for 35 cents a barrel. 


, The Second a'nd Scott street bridges, 
for which the expenditure of 524000' 
was authorized by the last legislature, 
the bond issue made, the bonds pur- 
chased and the rights of way obtained,

The council ' has not, according to

No Bridge. 


As a result froin this, the residents 


of the south side, living in Hie dis- 
trict east of the Virginia & Truckee 
railroad, in order to reach a place 
opposite but north of the river, will 
have to continue coming to the Vir- 


inia street bridge' before they can 


cross. 


Councilman Fitzgerald said he did 


not think, in the first place, ?24000 
was 'enough to complete the bridge. 
In the second place, he said, no right- 
of-way had been obtained through the 
property across which the east end of 
Second street does "not extend. 


Dr. Robinson argued that the.cpun- 


il displayed its lack of business ability 
by waiting until now to determine 
these facts, when the authorization 
law expressly stated the time limit for 
carrying out' the work. 
That City 


Engineer Maxson never made the sur- 
veys for the site, making Fitzgerald's 
excuse consequently faulty, end that 
official's estimates of the cost of the 
bridge have never been prepared, were 
some of the assertions made by Dr. 
Robinson. 


Waited Too Long. 


On April 15, 1907, the former coun- 


cil passed a resolution issuing 24 $1000 
bonds for the construction of the Sec- 
ond and Seott street bridge. 
The 


authorization law provided that the 
bonds should be issued within 30 days 
from March 20, the date of approval 
of tlie 'act itself. Then,. within GO days 
from the date of the bond issue, the 
council was given to determine mate- 
rials to bo used in the construction of 
the bridge. Plans were to cost $250. 
Before'June 15 the attorneys say the 
•remaining provisions of the law should 
have been carrie'd out.

day and will spend several days here 
on business. Harris has spent the las 
five years almost continuously m Ne- 
vada, says the Salt Lake Herald. He 
visited all of the important camps anc 
in many of them he has important m- 
:erests. He is full of enthusiasm ovei 
the Seven Troughs country, which he 
•egards as the most promising in the 
entire state. 


"Seven Troughs," said Mr. Harris, 


'is really about the only district in 
Nevada that is receiving a great dea_ 
of attention just now 
Through all 


':he recent slump in Nevada securi- 
les and in the market value of prop- 
erties the work of Seven Troughs has 
;one steadily forward. 
The district 


las been proved at depth, as is indi- 
cated by the encountering of sulphides 
n seveial of the properties. 


"As you already know, some ore 


las been shipped from the Kmdergar- 
en and more is being extracted for 
hipment. The Mazuma Hills will be- 
rin shipping on the first of July, and 
he Seven Troughs Fairview lias al- 
eady begun shipments. I am confi- 
Jent that within the next few months 
some remarkable showings will be 
made by Seven Troughs properties. 
The camp is only 25 miles from Love- 
lock, the nearest railroad point, and 
a line of fast automobiles makes it 
possible to go in there with speed and 
comfort. 


"Seven 
Troughs is regarded
